An inaugural meeting of the Irish Christian 
Front Movement in County Kildare was held 
in Naas yesterday, when the Very Rev. M. 
Norris, P.P., presided over a gathering of 
about 500 people. 

It was decided by a show of hands to form 
a branch in County Kildare, and a meeting 
to form an executive committee will be held 
in the Town Hall, Naas, on Thursday 
evening next at 8 p:m. 

Mr. Liam Breen, secretary of the Irish 
Christian Front, who explained the objects 
of the movement, said that it was formed to 
defeat the anti-Christian «forces of Com- 
munism throughout the world. Communism, 
he added, had much to be said in its favour, 
in that it defended and supported the worker, 
the poor and the down-trodden, but these 
princip'es were ‘the very. basis of 
Christiamty itself. It purported, therefore. 
to be an economic doctrine devised in the 
interests of the workers, the poor and the 
down-trodden, but its leaders ever and 
always had been liars and robbers. The 
Christian Church had been the only institu- 
tion that had stood up wunhesitating and 
unfaltering ‘in the interests of the poor. 
There had always been poor in this country, 
and they’ were not going to turn to Com- 
munisi now. 

As the Irish Christian Front, they raised 
the Cross of Christ against any other 
emblem, whether it be the sickle and hammer 
or the compass and triangle...They had not, 
or never would have, any contact with any 
political party in the country. Their main 
purpose was to mobilise the intelligence and 
good-will of the Irish people to have the 
holy Encyclicals of the Popes brought down 
to every-day life. 

The Rev. P. J. Doyle, C.C., said that some 
people seemed to think. that the Irish 
Christian Front was so innocent, unsuspect- 
ing and guileless as to allow itself to be 
devoured by the bogey of party politics. It 
would be an evil reflection on the politicians 
of Ireland if there were not some of them 
in the Irish Christian Front. They certainly 
had a right to be there, and even a politician 
could be a Christian. Some of the finest 
types of Christians were to be found in Dail 
Eireann and in every party there. 

The Rev. P. J. Gannon, 8.J., said that 
some movement such ag,the Irish Christian 
Front was long overdue, and was bound te 
arise. All who had followed the course of 
events for the past twenty years, or had 
kept in touch with the currents of thought 
and emotion moving across the land, were 
aware of a growing challenge to certain 
traditional layalties on which the life of the 
nation ‘rested, and to which, indeed, the 
nation owed its survival. These currents 
originated in curious quarters and followed 
erratic courses. Some observers were 
alarmed, others viewed them with disdain, 
but neither attitude wag wise. There was 
no need for panic. | 

‘We Irish,”’ he said, “so often deemed 
fickle and volatile, were, on the contrary, in 
the things that matter, not only steadfast, 
but at times incorrigibly obstinate. We have 
manifested in the religious sphere a fidelity 
which not only is unsurpassed, but hardly 
equalled in history.” 

Yet once more, subtle attempts were being 
made to mancuvre the Catholic Church, 
which had emerged from the catacumbs in 
this country barely a century ago, and had 
had to rebuild from a poverty dating back 
to the Plantations, or beyond. The Christian 
Front ought to command the sympathy of 
every Christian in Ireland whatever his 
political affiliations. The Front had declared 
itself non-political, and it aimed only at safe- 
uarding their Christian heritage. He 
Ewes the movement had come to stay.

SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


The Rev. J. J. Butler, B.A., Headmaster, 
in his annual report for 1956, said that light 
had once been shed on the King’s Hospital 
by the Weekly Jrish Times, and he was glad 
to report, on the whole, a successfal year.

Not many ‘years ago performances in 
trials were measured in terms of 
‘“* silvers ’’ and “‘ golds,’’ meaning medals 
of those metals in each case. ‘lo win a 
gold medal one required to have a 100 

r cent. performance, which meant a 
má of no marks. ‘The standard fora 
silver medal varied with the nature of the 
trial. 

Nowadays the awarding of medals is the 
exception rather than the rule. Riders 
make “' first-class’’ and ‘‘ second-class’ 
performances, the first-class performers, in 
the majority of trials, being the best 25 
per cent. of competitors, and second-class 
performers the next best 25 per cent. 

In the (not so very) old days every 
rider who made a 100 per cent. perform- 
ance won a gold, even if that meant gold 
medals for every man in the trial. Now- 
adays, trials being very much more 
severe, it is seldom that any rider escapes 
without losing marks, but no matter how 
many marks are lost, first-class awards go 
to the best 25 per cent.

Stevens. Stevens was born at Windsor, 
Victoria, Australia—a country which has 


viven many famous figures to the concert 
platform, such as Melba and Austral, both 
cf whose stage names are redolent of the 
country of their origin.. For ten years—from 


the age of seven till he was seventeen— 
Stevens retained his treble voice as a chorister 
in St. Paula Cathedrai, Melbourne—truly a 
prodigious period for a boys voice, 
During his six vears as solo chorister, he 
sang the “ youth’s” part in “ Ehjah” with 


many. celebrated artists of the day, ineluding 
Madame Jean Patey and Sir Charles Santley ; 
and these experiences undoubtedly laid the 
foundations of his present high successes in 


that oratorio. 


For eighteen vears he held various musical 
positions in Australia, and then came the 
Great War. Horace Stevens joined up, and 


served in France and Belgium, being even- 
tually invalided to England, where, shortly 


after the Armistice, he made the acquain- 
tance of Sir Henry Wood, who, hearing him 
sinc, strongly advised him to remain in 
Encland and devote himself to music. He 


made his first appearance at the Queen’s Hall, 
London, under the baton of Sir Henry Wood, 


in Wotan’s “ Abschied,”’ and later at Bir- 
mingham, under the same conductor, in 
* Elijah.” After this performance, . the 
critics unanimously acclaimed him as the 


successor to Sir Charles Santley, perhaps the 
greatest of all “ Elijahs,’’ with the possible 
exception of Staudigi, the original creator of 
the part. Now, we in Ireland have the 
opportunity of hearing a truly great inter- 
preter of one of the greatest figures in Old 
Testament history.

Speaking at a meeting in St. Patrick’s 
Hall, 3 Merrion square, Dublin, on Satur- 
day, Mr. P McGilhgan, in a lengthy speech, 
reviewed the eff-ct of the Government's 
policy on agriculture and industry and also 
dealt with the decline in population and the 
swelling tide of emigration. 

Not merely was agriculture wasting and 
causing a wastimg in the number of people, 
said Mr. McGillhigan, but there was also a 
heavy wasting in the resources of the coun- 
try. The old slogan in respect of indivi- 
duals ran that “if you can’t make money 
otherwise, you must beg, borrow or steal.”’ 
That slogan had been adupted by the Go- 
vernment to national circumstances. They 
had begged for National Loan—their first 
attempt was not met too well—they had 
borrowed both nationally and through local 
authorities, and they had, if not stolen, 
exacted enormous sums both by taxes and by 
rates from people whose purchasing power 
they had already seriously depleted by their 
incapacity. It had been a matter of sur- 
prise to many observers of the economic 
slump which had prevailed in this country 
that the country could have stood it so long. 
That surprise might be lessened when they 
considered the means by which the tem- 
porary postponement of disaster had been 
achieved. 


INCREASED BY MILLIONS 


It was difficult to estimate the precise 
figure by which taxation had risen year by 


year since 1931-32, but it was safe to put 
it at six million pounds a year. That 
meant that im five years thirty million 
- ii s . 
pounds had been drawn from a diminishing 
agricultural production and whatever other 
production it had been possible to erect amid 


two and a half million pounds. The National 
Debt, according to the Minister for Finance, 
on 12th May last, had increased by some- 
thing like six millions. 

Between 1932 and 1935 the indebtedness of 
local bodies had increased by six millions, 
having advanced from £15,700,000_ to 
£21 840,000 The Government had, there 
fore, in something less than a five-year period.

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“ Help for Spain”? 


Every day the result of the Spanish | 


civil war becomes more difhcult to fore 
tell—its fortunes swing first to one side 
and then to the other. When the rebellion 
broke out in July General Franco, with 
most of the army and nearly al) the mili. 
tary experience on his side, seemed to 
have a very fair. chance of success, As 
the weeks went by, however, the situation 
changed. It was true that the untrained 
and more or less undisciplined Militia 
could not drive the insurgents from their 
positions ; but the insurgents, on their part, 
did not seem able to press forward, and 
a military rising which does not succeed 
at once has little hope of succeeding at 
all. On the three main fronts around 
Sarzgossa, Oviedo and Madrid a deadlock 
was reached, but time was on the side of 
the Government, and every week saw an 
improvement in the moral and equipment 
of its forces. When Irun and San 
Sebastian fell, however, all calculations 
were upset, and when General Franco 
began to press in around the capital the end 
seemed to be very near. Now the balance, 
just as unexpectedly, has swung back again, 
General Franco’s troops, confident of 
victory, have met with the most stubborn 
resistance at the very gates of Madrid. 
The Militia, and the city itself, have been 
battered night and day with high ex- 
plosives, and yet the defending troops are 
not only standing firm, but actually have 
re-taken some of their old positions. 
Meanwhile the Government troops in other 
parts of the country, heartened by the 
success of their comrades, are showing 
fresh spirit, They have harried the 
insurgents at Talavera, and reports within 
the last few days have gone to show that 
the militiamen in the Biscay provinces 
have pressed southwards to within thirty 
miles of Burgos. Few people could have 
foretold such a reversal of fortune; for a 
month ago the complete triumph of the 
rebellion seemed to be only a matter of 
days. 

The Spanish civil war is unique in history. 
It began as a struggle between rival! groups 
of Spaniards, but has become a war in 
which the final decision may very well rest 
with outside forces. From the first it was 
evident that General Franco could count on 
more than approval from Italy and 
Germany, and that all the arms which he 
put into the hands of his followers had not 
come from Spanish arsenals. It is 
obvious, also, that the unforeseen resist- 
ance with which he has been faced at 
Madrid is not due altogether to a decision 
by his enemies to sell their lives dearly. 
Reports speak of modern artillery and 
modern aeroplanes which it is certain that 
the Government did not possess a few 
weeks ago, and it seems to be beyond doubt 
that the situation was saved at the 
capital, almost at the last minute, by the 
arrival of arms from Russia. Becoming 
impatient at the ease with which Germany 
and Italy were able to defy the “ non- 
intervention '” scheme, Russia announced 
that she would give aid to the other side, 
and she seems to be keeping her word. 
She has helped to stave off the attack on 
Madrid, and, if the balance of opposing 
at the 
moment, she might secure a final victory 
for the Government. There is no reason ‘o 
think, however, that Germany and Italy 
are not prepared to add further weights on

stop. If Spain had been allowed to fight 
out the contest by herself it still would 
have been a bitter and cruel contest; but 
her “ helpers ” lave made it more bloody. 
Every new gun or volunteer defers the 
settlement, and prolongs by another few 
days the agony which the country must 
endure before it can find peace. How 
many days, and how many months must 
pass, while this terrible farce of “ civil 
war ” is played out? Nobody knows, but 
it is certain that the longer it continues the 
higher will passions be roused, and the 
graver will become the dangers not only 
to Spain, but to the rest of the civilised 
world. 

Those dangers have been real enough 
since the beginning of the war, and they 
ate becoming more evident. Imports ol 
arms have had their inevitable effect of 
heightening the tension between Germany 
and Italy on the one side, and Russia on 
the other, but imports of men are even 
more serious. Even so far back as August 
there were “ international’’ columns 
fighting on the side of the Government-- 
composed of any young men who disliked 
Fascism enough to fight it, whether they 
happened to be Russians, Frenchmen, 
Englishmen or Germans. Similar condi. 
tions prevailed among the insurgents, and 
on both sides it would be fairly accurate to

Does the law of libel need reform? A 
meeting was convened by the National 
Council for Civie Liberties and the British 
branch of the International Association of 
Writers for the Defence of Culture to say 
that it does. We would welcome action 
by some League for the Suppression: of 
Long Titles to deal with these well-meaning 
bodies on other grounds. Meanwhile, few 
of the general public shares the anxiety 
concerning the reported wrongs which flow 
from the law as it stands. Absurdities 
have brought hardship on novelists in the 
past, but a simple way was found to protect 
them ; a few lines on an early page to ex- 
plain that the novel does not allude to 
real persons now enable the most lurid 
novelist to tell the worst that he knows, 
suspects or invents about Mr. Jones or 
Madame Smith or Lord Robinson. It was 
not always so. Mrs. Cecil Chesterton once 
was obliged—as G. K. Chesterton tells in 
his Autobiography—to pay damages to a 
gentleman whose name and profession, by 
pure accident, corresponded with those of 
a character whom she had invented in a 
serial story. Chesterton devised a means 
to safeguard authors—let them use the 
names of their living friends for their 
fictitious characters. Accordingly, a story 
appeared in which there was a dear old 
stage-door keeper of the name of Bernard 
Shaw, and a cabman known to his 
comrades in the cab-shelter by the name 
of Barry Pain. Later, a fresh decision in 
the English courts relieved writers of their 
fears. In the more serious field of the 
supposed right to criticise living persons 
a relaxation of the law might please 
champions of liberty, but it would not 
make for the greater happiness of society. 
The liberties already used or abused have 
not made for reform, but rather for licence. 
There is far too much of intimacy in 
current letters. No one pretends that the 
modern trick, which originated with the 
late Mr. George Moore's “ Hail and Fare. 
well,” of describing living persons in a 
book which is half fiction, half truth, is 
necessarily libellous. It is merely bad taste. 
Mr. Moore s half-fictional portrait of Mr. 
W. B. Yeats was avenged, when Moore 
was dead, by candid memoirs of the dead 
which were as full of interest for hoi polloi 
as the work which prompted them. What 
is the upshot of this half-friendly and 
half-spiteful publicity ?—simply that the 
world is given two portraits of notabilities 
which it will, study in preference to their 
own writings. Two figures of no mean 
reputation as artists have been cheapened 
as men. The love of gossip and scandal) 
always will make books which savour of 
those themes to be sought after, but this 
will be with no gain to literature or good 
We need, in truth, a fresh 
austerity. It was remarked lately that Mr. 
Stanley Weyman, the historical novelist, 
never received his due of appreciation as a 
fine writer, simply because he lived a 
retired life and disdained the camera. Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling had the same good breed- 
ing; he did his work and chose to be 
known by it, not by his portrait or 
anecdotes about and

The Complete Nazi 


One of the greatest boasts of the pre 
Hitler Germany was the thoroughness ol 
the national education system. From the 
point of view of sheer learning, it Was as 
near to perfection as any system could be. 
The young German started to go to school 
at the age of six years, spending four 
years in the clementary establishments, 
and graduating thence to the Gymnasium, 
or to the Realschule, where he remained 
until the age of nineteen. Then he either 
went on to the university or was launched 
upon the world with a very high standard 
of academic education. Now the Nationa! 
Socialist Government has decided that too 
much learning is a dangerous thing. Herr 
Rust, *the Minister for Education, has 
issued an order reducing the period of 
school education by ane year. Hence- 
forward the young German will leave 
school at the age of eighteen instead of at 
nineteon, thus reducing his total time at 
school to twelve years. ‘In order to 
facilitate the new system the Ober Prima, 
or sixth form, will be abolished, and from 
next March the Unter Prima will - 
regarded as the summit of the schoo 
career. Between now and March the 
students im the lower form will be re- 
quired to take those subjects which at 
present are taken only in the Ober Prima, 
and, in order that too great a strain shall 
not be upon teachers and students 
alike, Herr Rudolf Hess, Herr Hitler's

The Innecer.t Abroad 


Many of us can remember the laugh 
which a London sub-editor raised about 
a quarter of a century ago when he sent 
out a poster bearing the words: ‘ Mark 
Twain in England—Ascot Cup Stolen.” 
During the great American humorist’s 
sojourn on this side of the Atlantic the 
jest was repeated ad natiseam. It is said 
that, at last, even his urbanity was 
strained when, et some banquet in his 
honour, the Mayor told the ehief waiter 
to keep an eye on the. The visit, 
however, was a tress and a 
been few 
similar occasions, if any, at which the 
fame won in the New World was con- 
firraed in the Old, and an American 
author was adopted and naturalised hv 
European acclaim. Whether the critics in 
the literary journals of the time ap 
plauded Mark Twain, memory does not 
tell, but it happened in those balanced 
times when neither the name nor the 
phenomenon of the “highbrow ” had ap- 
peared, and the verdict of popular good 
taste sufficed to establish a reputation. 
Judgment has been confirmed by the 
supreme court—time. It is announced 
and the news has been received with 
satisfaction, that a cast of the head of 
Mark Twain has been presented by 
America to Britain, and will be erected 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of the 
Embankment, in London's heart. The 


‘effigy of the humorist, therefore, soon will 


stand in some public garden or on one 
of London’s chief bridges, as if it repre- 
sented one of England’s own men of 
letters; the rank of Parnassus is ac- 
corded to the Innocent Abroad. This is 
well on many scores. Not least, it is good 
because modern readers will be stimu- 
lated to return to a wholesome humour 
and a hardy style which together con- 
trast with present-day writing like the 
acknowledged classics.

Mr. Winston Churchill has made the 
following statement:— ' 

““1 plead for time and patience. The 
nation must realise the character of the 
constitutional issue. There is no ques- 
tion of any conflict between the King 
and Parliament. Parliament has not been 
consulted in any way nor allowed to 
express any opinion. ... 

‘‘We are in the presence of a wish 
expressed by the Sovereign to perform an 
act which in no cireumstances can be 
accomplished for nearly five months, and 
may conceivably, for various reasons, 
never be accomplished at all. That, on 
such a hypothetical and supposititious 


No Ministry has 
the authority to advise the abdication of 
the Sovereign. Only the most serious 
parliamentary processes could ever raise 
the issue in a decisive form. 

“ For the Sovereign to abdicate incon- 
tinently in the present circumstances

‘ Parliament would also fail entirely in 


occur as the signing of an abdication 
in response to the advice of Ministers 
without taking all precautions to make 
sure that these same processes MAy not 
be repeated with equal uncanny facility 
at no distant date in unforseen circum- 
stances. Clearly time is needed for search- 
ing constitutional debate. 
Tf the King refuses to take the advice 
of his Ministers they are, of course, free 
to resign. They have no right whatever 
to put pressure upon him to accept their 
advice by soliciting beforehand assurances 
from the Leader of the Opposition that 
he will not form an alternative Admims- 
tration in the event oí their resignation 
confrent the King with an 
ultimatum.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—The newly formulated constitu- 
tion of the Empire has passed a test o- 
more tragic severity than can ever have 
been contemplated by the author of the 
Statute of Westminster. The statesmen 
throughout the Dominions of the Crown, 
on whom the most painful duties have been 
im posed, have carried them out 
scrupulously according to the spirit, as 
well as the law of the constitution. It is 
important, therefore, for the threatened 
harmony of the Empire that they should 
be defended against the _ ill-informed 
criticism to which they in conjunction 
with the Government of the United 
Kingdom have lately been subjected. 
These criticisms have followed two strong] 
contrasted, indeed contradictory lines. On 
the one hand it is alleged that a disloyal 
campaign of scandal and slander oversea 
has forced the British Government to 
interfere in the King’s private concerns ; 
on the other, that Mr. Baldwin and his 
colleagues—wishing to interfere, - but 
lacking confidence in the support of British 
opinion—have artificially fomented in the 
Dominicns an opposition to His Majesty's 
known intent. Both the law and the 
circumstances—and it may be added, the 
characters of the men—make the latter 
charge incredible. 

The Dominions could not be, in the 
phrase of one critic, ‘‘dragged in ” to the 
crisis; they are necessarily involved in it 
on equal terms with the United Kingdom 
by the very Constitution of the Empire. 
The facts, which are few and simple, are 
still widely misconceived. There has been 
no attempt to force the King into any 
line of action: the initiative had not come 
from Ministers at all. His Majesty has 
asked for an alteration of the law which 
would alter the existing settlement of the 
succession to the Crown. 

Now it is land down in the preamble to 
the Statute of Westminster that a change 
in the law of succession requires the assent 
of all the Parliaments of the Empire. 
The law is not that an Act amending the 
succession is binding only within the juris 
diction of the particular Parliament 
passing it, but that until all the Parlia-. 
ments have passed the Succession Act it 
is not binding anywhere. 

Consequently the duty of the Prime 
Minister of the United Kingdom, on re- 
ceiving His Majesty’s request, was imme- 
diately to ascertain the opinions of the 
Crown's advisers in all the nations of the 
Commonwealth, since without the simul- 
taneous action of them all the King’s pro 
posal could not legally be carried out. In 
the subsequent conversations with His 
Majesty which preceded, and followed, this 
request the British Government have 
necessarily taken the leading part—not 
through any precedence of rank ; for they 
possess none, but because in this highly 
personal matter only the Prime Minister 
in London can be in personal contact with 
the King. 

But in fact there has been complete com. 
munity of sentiment between all the Minis 
tries involved. — All have concurred with 
the British Cabinet in saying that they 
cannot themselves give, and cannot expect 
their Parliaments to give, their support 
to the special legislation required. 
It has lately been suggested that 
this unanimity has been secured 
by unfair means—that the terms in which 
the Kings inquiry was put to the 
Dominion Governments were such as to 
prejudice the answer. It is, perhaps, a 
sufficient reply that the Dominions have 
their own High Commissioners in London, 
charged with the duty of supervising the 
communications between the King and hi» 
Governments oversea; but, if the doubt is 
seriously felt, no harm could now be done 
by making public the text of the corre 
spondence. 

The converse accusation that the Govern 
ment of a United Kingdom, emancipated 
from the stricter siew of matrimony, have 
been goaded into action by sectarian 
rancour in the Dominiéns breaks down 
on the same crucial fact—that the initia. 
tive came from His Majesty himself.

Marshal Voroshiloff, the dapper war 
chief, this time without hig horse, led the 
Singing of the “ Jnternationale.”’ assisted 
by M. Kalinin, M. Molotoff, and other 
leaders. 

Placards were carried illustrating the 
new freedom “” under the Constitution 
and caricaturing foreign critics ‘‘ who wil! 
never nnderstand.”” It was the first 
demonstration for many years from which 
the war note was entirely absent. All 
slogans and placards were directed to the 
glorification of the Constitution and in.

These have 
been collected by a French paper, which 
publishes them with characteristic Gallic 
comment, Here are some of these reports. 
“The heal™ oi the Pope is causing anxiety 
at the Vatican.’’ This 1s offset by ‘‘Enquiries 
at the Vatican elicited the den 6 “ Benone ' 
(perfectly good)’’. Others are: “His Holi- 
ness has greatly aged; he was eighty years 
old this summer.” ‘The Pope will not be 
eighty till May ólst next year. We are 
also informed that His Holiness is troubled 
with a multiplicity of ills which give cause 
for fear—gout com hardening of the arteries, 
and “on the authority of his personal doc- 
tor, and from what has been told by a cele- 
brated French physician, recently returned 
from a visit to Rome, that His Holiness is 
troubled with a species of breathlessness 
which sometimes leaves him speechless for 
as much as ten minutes at a time.” 

“The only point,” the paper observes,

e and his Ministers look ahead 
they will shrink with fear and anxiety. 
Democracy knows no such fear; democracy 
lives in the people’s will. . . Dictatorship 
is an dol with feet “oí clay. Christian 
democracy is based on the people’s will, and 
will last from age to age.” 

At the beginning of his sermon Canon 
Luce said that Plato, writing three hundred 
years before Christ came, described five forms 
of government familiar to him. Of those five 
forms, democracy, in his opinion, was 
the worst—but one—tyranny. Plato had 
thought that giving them freedom would 
make men lawless, and that the mght of 
governing belonged to privileged classes. His 
words were true about.the democracy that 
he knew, but they were false as applied to 
the democracy that existed to-day. Christian 
democracy was a very different thing. 
Christianity had fitted men for freedom; it 
was the true ground of democracy; for 
wherever Christianity was what it should be, 
man was fitted for liberty and equality. 

Plato's worst type of government tyranny, 
or dictatorship, as they called it now, was, 
according to him, the harshest and bitterest 
of all slaveries. The dictator might be one 
man or a whole State. In either case it was 
tyranny.

N important development in the Irish 
A distilling industry is foreshadowed by 
the decision of the directors of 
Messrs. Dunville and Co., Ltd., the famous 
Belfast distillery firm, one of the largest 
in the Bow + to recommend the shareholders 
to go into voluntary liquidation. 
A circular has been sent to the sharehol- 
ders of the company as follows :— 
“Your directors, after careful considera- 
tion, have come to the conclusion that in the 
best interest of the shareholders, the com- 
pany should go into voluntary liquidation, 
and, with this end im view, a notice of an 
extraordinary general meeting of the com- 
pany to be held on the Áólst inst. is en- 
closed with this circular. A full statement 
of the position of the company, and of your 
Board’s views, will be given to you at this 
meeting, at which you are urgently requested 
to be present.” 
The notice states that the meeting is to 
be held at 4 o'’clocR for the purpose of 
considering, and, if thought fit, passing a 
special resolution that the company be wound 
up voluntarily. If the resolution is passed 
a further resolution will be passed at the 
same meeting appointing a tiquidator, and 
also a committee cf shareholders, to whom 
power shall be given to fix the remuneration 
of the liquidator, and whom the liquidator 
may consult in relation to the winding-up 
of the company. 


JUMP IN SHARES 


A few weeks ago the directors intimated 
to the shareholders that it would be unwise 
to part with their holdings in the meantime, 
as they were considering important pro ls 
affecting the interests of the shareholders. 
Since then the price of the Ordinary shares 
on the Belfast Stock Exchange have ad- 
vanced from 35s. to SOs. 

The capital of the company is £250,000 in 
£1 shares. 

The company was incorporated in 1879, 
and the present Chairman of the company 
is Captain C. C, Craig, a brother of Viscount 
Craigavon, Prime Minister of Northern Ire- 
land. The other directors are:—Meassrs. J. 
C. Brownrigg, H. H. Chettle, W. M. Fer- 
guson and John Heasley The head offices 
of the firm are in Belfast, and there are also 
offices in London, Manchester and Glasgow. 
The history of Dunville’s is one of con- 
tinuous progress, and its various brands of 
whiskey are well known, not only in Great 
Britain and Ireland, but throughout the 
world. The firm’s magnificent distilleries 
in Belfast are capable of turning out over 
60,000 gallons of whiskey a week, and cover 
an area of 19 acres. The distillery has the 
most modern and complete plant, and has 
well-equipped still-houses, mills, malt-houses, 
oo bonded stores and other subsidiary 
uuildings. A silo, built ir. recent years, has 
a storage capacity of 6,000 tons of gram, 
while the fermenting room is a huge apart- 
ment with 18 tuns of a capacity of 2.000 
to 55,000 gallws each. ‘The company also 
owns the well-known Scottish distilleries at 
Bladnoch, Scotland, founded in 1818. 


THE EMPLOYES 


Should the operations of the distillery be 
discontinued over employés in Belfast 
and hundreds of agents elsewhere will be 
afiected. The company has many valuable 
buildings in addition to good-will and trade 
name, which, if realised, together with exist- 
ing whiskey stocks, would make the break-up 
value of the shares more than the present 
market value.
